








TSUD SCHOOL OF 
BUSINESS RECEIVES 
NATIONAL RECOGNITION 


Dr. John L. Green, Jr., Executive 
Director of the Association of Col- 
legiate Business Schools and 
Programs (ACBSP), announced that 
36 of the Association’s member in- 
stitutions were awarded accredita- 
tion of their business schools at the 
ACBSP Annual Conference in Min- 
neapolis, June 20. Troy State Univer- 
sity at Dothan was one of 20 new 
baccalaureate/graduate degree 
granting institutions to be awarded 
ACBSP accreditation. This repre- 
sents the fourth annual presentation 
to institutions being accredited since 
the founding of ACBSP six years ago. 

The mission of ACBSP is to 
strengthen business education in col- 
leges and universities throughout the 
United States and establish quality in 
the teaching of business courses. 

For institutions that achieve ac- 
creditation of their business schools 
and programs, ACBSP accreditation 
certifies that the teaching and learn- 
ing processes within that institution 
are of high quality and meet the 
rigorous educational standards es- 
tablished by ACBSP. “Our students, 
once they complete their program of 
studies here, can approach employ- 
ment opportunities in our region and 
be able to say that their degree is from 
an institution that compares to that of 
other quality institutions throughout 
the nation,” stated Dr. Thomas Har- 
rison, TSUD president. 
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Dr. Frank Lovrich, vice president 
for academic affairs, said, “It is al- 
ways gratifying when an academic 
unit of the University achieves na- 
tional accreditation, which means 
that the curriculum, programs, and 
faculty meet national standards. It as- 
sures students that they will receive a 
quality education comparable to that 
found at other nationally accredited 
schools of business throughout the 
United States.” 


SCHOOL OF EDUCATION 
RECEIVES ALABAMA 
POWER GRANT 


The Alabama Power Foundation, 
Inc. has awarded a $10,000.00 grant 
to Troy State University at Dothan 
for the purpose of developing a 
Professional Development School 
Partnership between the TSUD 
School of Education and the Dothan 
and Ozark City School Systems. 
These schools will be members of a 
statewide coalition which will be 
directed by Auburn University. Join- 
ing TSUD as participants in the 
coalition are Auburn University in 
Montgomery, Jacksonville State 
University, and the University of 
South Alabama. 

Schools involved in the TSUD 
coalition include: Cloverdale 
Elementary School, Heard Elemen- 
tary School, Kelly Springs Elemen- 
tary School, and Selma Street 
Elementary School in the Dothan 
City School System; and Lisenby 
Elementary School, Mixon Elemen- 
tary School, and Thompkins Early 


and Staff 
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Childhood Center in the Ozark City 
School System. 

Mr. Charles Bowers, Wiregrass 
District manager for Alabama 
Power, and Mr. Roy Crow, vice presi- 
dent for the Southeast Division of 
Alabama Power, awarded the grant 
to TSUD president, Dr. Thomas 
Harrison and Dr. Betty Kennedy, 
dean of the School of Education. 
Also on hand for the grant presenta- 
tion were Ozark City Schools super- 
intendent, Dr. John H. “Pete” Mos- 
ley, and Dr. Don Musselman, super- 
intendent for Dothan City Schools. 

In her remarks regarding the im- 
plementation of the grant, Kennedy 
said, “We are committed to the 
Professional Development School, 
which is formed by a school/univer- 
sity partnership. It is a successful 
strategy that has been implemented 
in many areas of the country. This 
concept involves forming a partner- 
ship between a school system and a 
teacher preparation program. 
Teacher educators and future 
teachers are able to ground class- 
room theory in practice by getting 
real world and real classroom ex- 
perience. Classroom teachers, in 
turn, get the benefit of university re- 
search and expertise. Two fun- 
damental purposes are served by the 
partnership: (1) school faculty and 
administrators understand and learn 
from the university culture; and (2) 
university faculty and administrators 
understand and learn from the school 
culture.” 

The Professional Development 
School Partnership enables students 





and interns at TSUD to observe, ona 
regular basis, classroom interaction, 
techniques, and methods used by the 
practicing teacher. In turn, students 
and interns are able to interact with 
the practicing teacher and learn not 
only to link theory with practice,but 
also to extend to the practicing 
teacher innovative instructional 
methods learned in the university 
course work. “We are on the cutting 
edge of creating a collaborativ= spirit 
that demonstrates the mutual respect 
for each other’s knowledge and ex- 
pertise. The ones to benefit most are 
the young students in the elementary 
schools who are reaping the rewards 
of energetic and innovative class- 
room instruction,” stated Kennedy.

Dr. Kline W. Johnson, vice president for student affairs at Troy State University Montgomery, 
will retire effective August 31. “Dr. Johnson’s distinguished service to this institution has 
extended over the past 23 years, and he will be greatly missed by our staff, faculty and the 
students,” said TSUM President Dr. Glenda S. McGaha. “He is a valuable part of the history of 
our university, and he has shared freely his wealth of information and knowledge with all of us 
who. have later become a part of TSUM,” she added. . 


Dr. Johnson came to TSUM in 1971 as the first director of student affairs and assistant professor 
of counseling. He later was named dean and has served as a vice president for the past nine years. 
He also has been involved in the instructional program at TSUM and has served as director of 
graduate administration since 1977. He has taught as an associate professor in the areas of 
graduate counseling and psychology and undergraduate sociology and:has been the only coor- 
dinator for the graduate program in school psychometry. 


During his tenure at TSUM, Dr. Johnson has been involved at the local, state and national levels 
in many professional activities and is the only person to have served three times as national 
president of the honor society Gamma Beta Phi. He received the society’s highest award, “The 
Certificate of Merit,” in 1983. Dr. Johnson received his Bachelor of Arts from Auburn University, 
a Master’s in Religious Education with a major in counseling from New Orleans Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary, and a Doctorate of Education with a major in counseling from Auburn University.

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ELECTRONIC LIBRARIES — —WHEN? 


“Gallons of ink have been used to speculate on the future of 
libraries. Articles describe libraries—their contents scanned 
and digitized —reduced to the touch of a computer keyboard. 
The growth and availability of information in electronic for- 
mats, the accessibility of the Internet, and the ease of use of 
technology are all touted as replacing the traditional library. 
For some, libraries are viewed as virtual entities: they will be 
everywhere but exist nowhere. 


The truth of the matter is that neither the virtual library nor 
ease of finding and using electronic information has a basis in 
today’s reality. Despite glowing articles about the Information 
Highway and digitized information, MOST of the world’s 
information is not accessible electronically. Much of what is 
available via networks has been placed there by librarians and 
represents tools to find content in print rather than the content 
itself. Finding the limited amount of available electronic in- 
formation is a chaotic chore, due to lack of organization and 
standardization among networks. 


While electronic information is described as the wave of the 
future, UNESCO recently reported that 850,000 new publica- 
tions were issued worldwide in 1991. Electronic information 
is expected to dominate publishing eventually, but this is 
expected to take at least 20 years. Very few historical items are 
being transferred to electronic format. 


Adequate library collections, the familiar bound books stored 
in rows of book stacks, remain essential for effective education 
and research. While the electronic revolution has begun to 
change the way researchers identify and locate information, 
the majority. of information is still found primarily in print 
format in traditional libraries.
